Orderly  books  op  the  American  Revolution  are  exceedingly 
rare  and  but  few  are  known  covering  the  period  op  the  cap- 
TURE  OP  New  York.  The  entries  open  on  board  "His  Majesty's  Ship 
Greyhound.  Sandy  Hook,  30th  June  1776"  with  landing  orders  for 
the  British  troops.  July  3.  "Head  Quarters.  Mr.  Bankers,  Staten  Is- 
land", gives  the  location  of  all  troops:  "L't  Infantry — from  D.  Church 
to  Richmond;  Grenadiers — Richmond;  3d  Brigade — From  D.  Church 
to  Eliz'h  Town  Ferry;  6th  Brigade — Opposite  Amboy;"  etc.  July  4, 
Gen.  Howe  fixes  prices  to  pay  for  provisions,  and  urges  the  officers  to 
"compleat  their  respective  Reg'ts  from  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island 
.  .  .  They  are  not  to  be  taken  to  Europe,  but  to  be  discharged  at 
the  end  of  the  Rebellion".  On  Aug.  2  eight  regiments  under  Gen. 
Clinton  arrived,  and  by  Aug.  6  organization  of  the  army  was  com- 
pleted with  divisions  under  Generals  Clinton,  Percy  and  Cornwallis. 
Preparations  for  the  advance  on  Long  Island  immediately  began  and 
on  Aug.  20  orders  were  issued  for  the  landing,  giving  the  position  of 
each  division,  a  list  of  the  engineers,  etc.  "Head  Quarters.  New 
Utrecht,  Long  Island,  22nd  August  1776."  Unopposed  landing  had 
been  effected  and  until  Aug.  25  orders  were  issued  concerning  the  cap- 
ture of  cattle  and  horses,  treatment  of  the  inhabitants,  approval  of 
the  New  York  Tory  companies  on  scouting  expeditions,  etc.  Orders 
to  advance  and  the  line  of  march  were  issued  on  Aug.  25,  and  on  the

27th  headquarters  were  located  at  Bedford  where  orders  were  given 
to  bury  the  dead  and  account  for  rebel  prisoners.  The  28th  and  29th 
were  occupied  with  the  dead  and  wounded,  and  one  order  compli- 
mented the  troops  for  their  "distinguished  behavior".  Aug.  30.  Gen. 
De  Heister  was  ordered  to  take  possession  of  the  works  at  Brookland 
and  Red  Hook,  and  all  hospital  straw  used  by  the  enemy  was  to  be 
burned.  On  Sept.  1  headquarters  were  moved  to  Newtown.  The  out- 
rageous conduct  of  the  British  troops  on  Long  Island  is  fully  proved 
by  the  entry  on  Sept.  6th:  "The  absolute  necessity  of  frequently  call- 
ing the  Rolls,  in  presence  of  all  the  Officers  off  Duty,  is  once  more 
strongly  urged  &  recommended,  as  the  present  Licentious  behaviour 
of  the  troops,  is  a  disgrace  to  the  Country  they  belong  to."  Sept.  13. 
"An  attack  upon  the  Enemy  being  shortly  intended,  the  soldiers  a/re 
reminded  of  their  evident  Superiority  on  the  27th  August,  by  cha/rging 
the  Rebels  with  their  Bayonets  even  in  Woods  where  they  had  thought 
themselves  invincible  .  .  .  The  Gen' I  therefore  recommends  to  the 
Troops  an  entire  dependence  upon  their  Bayonets,  with  which  they 
will  ever  Command  that  Success  which  their  bravery  so  well  deserves." 
Orders  on  the  14th  give  the  formation  and  location  of  the  line  of 
battle. 

"Head  Quarters  New  York  Island.  16th  Sept.  1776  .  .  .  Major  Gen'l 
Robertson  will  Command  in  New  York  .  .  .  All  Rebel  Prisoners  to 
be  kept  at  New  York  in  the  Hospital,  or  wherever  Major  Gen'l  Robers- 
son  shall  judge  proper  .  .  .  All  Magazines  and  Stores  of  every  kind, 
left  in  New  York  cure  to  be  secured  for  his  Majesty.  The  Barrack 
Master  Gen'l  is  ordered  to  take  possession  of  cdl  empty  Houses,  he 
shall  judge  necessary,  for  the  more  effectual  carrying  on  the  Kings 
Service." 

On  the  defeat  of  the  British  at  Break  Neck  Hill,  Lord  Howe  issued 
the  following  general  order  on  Sept.  17th:  "The  Commander  in 
Chief  entertains  the  highest  opinion  of  the  bravery  of  the  few  Troops, 
that  Yesterday  beat  back  a  very  superior  body  of  the  Rebels,  and  he 
desires  to  return  his  thanks,  to  the  Batt'ns  &  to  the  Officers  Men  of  the 
Artillery  that  came  to  their  Support,  with  that  Expedition  which 
strongly  marks  the  prevailing  Spirit  in  this  Army,  &  which  if  prop- 
erly tempered  must  always  ensure  success  to  His  Majesty's  Arms. 
But  at  the  same  time  he  finds  himself  under  a  Necessity,  of  disap- 
proving a  want  of  attention  in  the  L't  Comp'ys  pursuing  the  Rebels 
without  that  proper  discretion  to  be  observed,  where  there  are  not 
troops  to  support."  Orders  from  the  18th  to  21st  tell  of  the  location 
of  the  troops,  call  for  nurses,  preparations  for  an  advance,  compli- 
ments to  the  Hessian  troops,  etc. 

Nathan  Hale  executed  as  a  spy 
"Head  Quarters  New  York  Island,  22d  September  1776  ...  A  Spy 
from  the  Enemy  by  his  own  full  confession,  apprehended  last  night, 
was  Executed  this  day  at  11  O'Clock,  in  front  of  the  Artillery  Park." 
Orders  from  Sept.  23  to  28  deal  with  the  operations  at  McGowan's 
Pass,  securing  horses  for  the  army,  court  martials,  etc.  On  the  29th 
came  the  order  for  the  organization  of  De  Lancey's  Tory  Brigade:

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book.  Some  of  these  people  have  died,  but  left  descendants  who  con- 
tinue this  obliterating  process.  As  a  result,  any  copy  of  the  book, 
if  falling  into  the  hands  of  a  person  of  this  type,  is  apt  either  to 
disappear  or  to  be  mutilated  by  the  cutting  out  of  various  names  men- 
tioned in  the  text. 

"Prof.  Hebard  of  the  University  of  Wyoming  at  Laramie  told  me 
that  the  university  was  so  fearful  of  having  its  two  copies  mutilated 
or  stolen  that  they  were  entrusted  to  only  thoroughly  accredited  per- 
sons. Mr.  Logan  at  Cheyenne  informed  me  that  the  State  Library, 
having  lost  its  original  copies,  but  acquired  one  more,  kept  it  care- 
fully guarded.  The  state  has  lost  practically  all  of  its  file  of  news- 
papers relating  to  the  occurences  mentioned  in  the  book  .  .  . 
"I  know  something  at  first  hand  about  this  book,  for  I  was  in  Wyo- 
ming, both  in  1892  the  year  of  the  'Invasion'  described  in  the  book, 
and  also  in  1894  the  year  in  which  the  book  was  printed.  A  number 
of  the  men  mentioned  in  the  book  I  knew  intimately,  for  I  was  in  the 
cattle  business.  It  is  because  the  book  virtually  accuses  these  men  of 
murder  that  the  book  has  enemies  .  .  . 
"Undoubtedly  there  are  very  few  now  in  existence  ..."
